pressing, so I figure the only 830- 
lution is to get ‘em all together 
on one night, and when the action 
is terminated, Ili know who is 
in line for a match with champ 
Maurice Vachone. That's what we 
have planned for Saturday, June 
4, The story on the back page of 
this program gives you an idea 
of what's in store.

PICKING ONE MAN to go against 
Vachone is one matter, but trying 
to get Mad Dog back in town is 
another. After trying unsuccess- 
fully for the past week to sign 
him to a Minneapolis contract, I've 
called the AWA office to see what 
suggestions they have, and the AWA 
indicated to me that Vachone must 
come back here mighty soon, or 
suffer the rules that they hand 
down.
